50,000 INDEPENDENT VOTERS 
WILL DECIDE THE ELECTION. 
GREAT many persons think the Repub- 
licans have an advantage that it will be 
very hard for the Democrats to overcome 
in this election. They overlook the fact 
that there are 40,000 to 50,000 independent voters 
inthe city, enough to decide any election. 

“If both sides put up first-class tickets, it is 
merely a toss-up which will win. 

“The Democratic organization has the right to 
ask, the support of Democrats to the city ticket 
only on condition that the ticket is the better of 
the two offered to voters. One chance and hope 
of the Democratic party lies in the over-confi- 
dence of the other side. This may lead them to 
select a few weak candidates in the belief _ 
the whole ticket will pull through. 


“The three most important offices to be filled 
are those of Mayor, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements and City Collector. But 
every candidate must be a good one, and: this ap- 
plies to the Council and House of Delegates 
tickets, too. 

“The candidates, especially those for Mayor and 
President of the Board, and for the Assembly, 
must stand squarely for the immediate building 
of the Free Bridge and for the regulation of pub- 
lic service charges through a commission.

The Governor of Wyoming writes that wom- 
an suffrage has “had. marked influence in im- 
‘proving political conditions in this State.” He 
says that “women seem to possess an inborn in- 
tuition in political matters.” The Governor of 
Idaho writes. that legislative activities have been 
along’ wiser and cleaner lines since the adoption 
of suffrage, and the whole tone of public life 
has been raised and improved. “Woman suffrage 
has been an unqualified success.” The Governor 
of Utah declares that the participation of women 
in ‘public life hag been most successful and he 
says every State should admit women to the 
fullest franchise. | 

Of the same tenor are reports from the sen- 
ators representing the four suffrage states and 
from eminent woz:en who have watched the 
actual conditions on the ground. 
well-established custom has given the office of 
County Superintendent of Schools to women, and 
it is admitted that the educational affairs of 
the State are well administered. Mrs. Sarah 
Platt Decker of Colorado boasts that that State 
has “the best humane laws, best child-labor laws, 
the best laws for the care and protection of wom- 
en and children and the best administration of 
these laws.” And she adds that this: legislation 
was initiated and driven through by women. 

The concluding paragraph of Mrs. Decker’s let- 
ter is of special] significance and will no doubt be 
widely quoted as evidence of one of the great tri- 
umphs of women. It is as follows: 

“A very beneficial result of equal suffrage is 
that it has done away with sex consciousness, It 
is possible for a woman in Colorado to sit on a 
board or attend a meeting made up otherwise en- 
tirely of men. They think nothing of it, and 
we do not either.. There is no thought of sex; 
they recognize us as equals. It Is this sense cf 
splendid equality, this comradeship, which is one 
of the richest gifts the right of suffrage has 
brought to the Colorado women.” 

From all quarters where the experiment has 
been made the testimony is the same—from Fin- 
land, Norway, New Zealand and Australia, where 
the franchise is complete, and from England and 
states in this country where limited suffrage is in 
operation, as on school matters, taxation, etc. 
No doubt there is abundant testimony to be had) 
on the other side, but it must be granted that 
the movement which began with the publication 
of Mary Wollestonecraft’s “Vindication of the 
Rights of Women,” in 1790, has made prodigious 
strides during the past quarter of a century. 
At the Seneca Falls Woman’s Rights convention, 
held in«the Wesleyan Chapel at Seneca Falls, 
N. Y., July 19, 1848, the movement took shape 
in this country. James Mott was chosen to pre- 
side because men came in such numbers that the 
women thought it “good politics” to conciliate 
them. But the leading spirits were women, espe- 
cially Lucretia Mott, Martha C. Wright, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton and Mary Ann McClintock. It was 
a little convention and was much ridiculed, but 
it was earnest and enthusiastic. The principles 


the past half-century and the results cannot be 
laughed at as meager or unimportant. 
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“WONDERFUL IMAGINATION. “ 

The Poe centennial was observed in the public 
schools by using his writing as a timely topic. 
This sent children home to ask their parents about 
Poe and a “Poe revival” may progress for some 
time as a family affair in St. Louis. The results 
may be various. It is to be hoped that they may 
be at least as good in some cases as in that of 
Jules Verne who sent word to this country in ex- 
plaining his own work: “Your Poe inspired me.” 

Verne meant, as he explained further, that 
Poe’s wonderful imagination had set his own io 
working. He developed a wonderful imagination 
of his own and in his case, it was certainly 1 
good thing. As it worked forward to inspire ideas 
of unlimited improvement, its worst exaggera- 
tions may have done no more harm than the 
exaggerations of dreams in which it has been 
said that everyone has a “wondertal imagina- 





When Poe’s wonderful imagination, one of the 
most remarkable in modern times, began to work 
backwards towards what is most gloomy and de- 
pressing in life, it is mot necessary now to ask 
anything further to explain the shortness of his 
life. The full power of such a mind as his, work- 
ing at its height in one of the strongest imagina- 
tions known in literature, must have madg life 
intolerable. If the country is looking for the best 
and shunning the worst in the use of the highest 
powers of the mind, perhaps it could not have 
a better teacher than Poe in the lesson he never 


learned in his own life. 
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THE LAWYER DID IT. 

Gen. Bingham, pdlice commissioner of New 
York,. in his annual report says “too many law- 
yers live by showing people how to break the

According to wireless dispatches, every 
soul on board was taken from the steamship.

The suggestion that a monuraent be erected to 
Gen. Robert E. Lee is supported by President 
Roosevelt :in a letter addressed to a committee 





of the Robert B. Lee Memorial Association writ- 


ten on the one hundredth anniversary -of the 
General's birth, Jan. 18. 

Robert E. Lee was a great American, one of the 
best’ products of American civilization and insti- 


tutions, and a man of the loftiest personal char- 


acter. His adhesion to the “lost cause” and his 
faithful service to it detract not at all from 
his fame, nor does it afford any reason why all 
Americans should not take pride in hig charac- 
ter as a great representative man. 

Mr. Roosevelt recommends that the memorial 
be erected by “appealing to all of our people, in 
every section of this country,” the monument to 
be placed at Washington and Lee University, an 
institution endowed by Washington, and where 
Gen. Lee spent the last years of his life in hon- 
orable service. The proposal should meet with 
a hearty response from every American who loves 
his country and knows no North or South.

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IS THERE LUCK IN POLITICS? 

Mr. Kern of Indiana is the latest example of 
the sad law of luck. He has been twice beaten for 
the governorship of Indiana, once for the vice- 
presidency and once for the United States sen- 
atorship. 

Henry Clay failed of his highest ambition be- 
cause of this strange law of luck, which many 
not unintelligent people devoutly believe to be a 
real law. From beginning to end of his career 
James G. Blaine was baffled by luck. He always 
just missed the prize. William J. Bryan’s three 
defeats for the presidency can hardly be attributed 
to luck, but is it not curious that in the year 
when his party carries Nebraska, electing a Dem- 


-ocratic Legislature, there is no United States 


senatorship to be hoped for? Two years hence 
the State will probably return to Republicanism 
and again he will be disappointed. Believers in 
luck find in his career a proof of their faith. 
On the other hand, Theodore Roosevelt can 
claim success in virtue of luck. Luck brought him 


‘the vice-presidency against his own wishes, and 


a crazy assassin did the rest. Grover Cleveland 
relied upon his luck. “Things came his way” from 
the time he was elected Mayor of Buffalo to the 
day when he entered the White House a second 
time. ; 

The list might be lengthened. It is a curious 
study for occult-minded people. Call it luck, or 
fate, or an overruling Providence, certain it is that 
men often succeed and fail without anybody being 
able to explain just how or why. 
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The first attempt to confer statehood upon New 
Mexico was made soon after the Mexican War, 
when we acquired the Western territory which 
now comprises the states and territories of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Utah, New Mexico, Arizona and a 
part of Colorado. This time there is some prom- 





ise of success, but the Territory is so accustomed 


to defeat that the inhabitants will not be fatally 
disappointed if it turns out another case of “about 
to be blessed.” j

Deneen has commuted the sentence of 
‘| Herman Billik, convicted of the mur- 
der of Mary Vrzal, from hanging to 


life imprisonment. 


The man over whom the sentence of 
hanging lias been suspended for two 


years had nearly given up all hope. 


Under the conditions of the last reprieve 


Billik was sentenced to be hanged in 
the County Jail in Chicago next Friday. 


Gov. Deneen issued a long statement 
giving reasons for the commutation of 


sentence. The statement deals with the 
‘testimony before the Pardon Board 
given by Jerry Vrzal, in which the boy 
admitted that the testimony he gave 
against Billik in the murder trial was 
false. 

Neither the Governor nor the Cook 
County State’s Attorney’s office thinks 
the testimony of young Vrzal materi- 
ally affected the strength of the evi- 
dence against Billik, but they unite in 
asserting that the testimony might have 
swayed one or more jurors in the trial. 
Also the general idea throughout the 
State that Billik might be inhocent had 
weight in bringing about the decision. 


rieved Five Times. 

The legal battle of Herman Billik to 
escape the sentence of death first im- 
posed upon him on July 18, 1907, is with- 
out parallel in the criminal records of 
Illinois. Five times Billik was granted 
respites or stays of executions, the re- 
prieves coming twice within four days of 
the dates set for his execution and once 
when the death march to the scaffold 
was about to start. 

The case has been fought through the 
Criminal, Appellate and Supreme Courts 
of the State, from the Federal Distrigt 
Court to the United States Supreme 
Court, and to the Illinois State Board 
of Pardons, which, with Gov. Deneen 
sitting as presiding official, held a spe- 
cial session in Chicago to consider it. 
It was made an issue in the political 
battles of Cook County and the cham- 
pions of Billik insist that their efforts 
were in greater part responsible for the 
defeat of State’s Attorriey Healy, who 
had epposed a new trial fer Billik, and 
who failed of renomination. 

The crime for which Billik was con- 
victed was the poisoning of 22-year-old 
Mary Vrzal. Indictments accusing him 
of causing the deaths of six members 
of the Vrzal family had been returned 
and he was convicted on the first of 
the charges. 


' Ohiet Witmess Ch ed Story. 
After the cenviction of Billik, Jersolo- 


bat Vrzal, a I?-year-old brother of the 
victim and the chief witness against 
the accused man,’*repudiated the testi- 
mony he had given in the trial and de- 
clared he hag been coerced by the po- 
lice and officials of the State’s Attor- 
ney’s office into giving frelse _ teati- 
mony. 

The revelations ‘of the peisoning of 
the Vrzal family startled Chicago fol- 
lowing the arrest of Billik, Dec. 4, 1906. 
The suicide of Mrs. Rose Vrzal, Billik’s 
alleged conspirator, in her home, 1535 
Fiftieth street, preceded his arrest by 
a few hours. 

Billik later was accused of inducing 
the woman to commit suicide. He was 
an itinerant fortune teller and admitted 
swindler, who lived upon the credulity 
of Bohemian residents of the western 
section of Ohicago. 

Those Who Died Were Insured, 

About five years ago he became ac- 
quainted with the Vrzals, who resided 
at 677 West Nineteenth street. Martin 
Vrzal, the husband and father, was a 
milk dealer, who owned the residence 
in which the family Uived and who had 
a bank account of $6000. All the mem- 








| bers of the Vrzal family were insured 


in fraternal organizations for small 


amounts, the policies varying from $150 
to $2000. 
Billik is said to have conspired with 
Mrs. Vrzal te poison her husband and 
children.

ily to die, his death eccurring March 27, 
1908. The children who died were Mary, 
22 years old, July 28, 1906; Tillie, 20 years 


old, Dec. 22, 1905; Rose, 18 years old, 


Aug. 26, 1906, and Ella, 12 years eld, Nov.

The police finally were 
made aware of the series of deaths and 
they questioned Mrs. Vrzal in her new 
home. After their departure Billik se- 
cretly visited the house and the suicide 
of Mrs. Vrzal followed. Mrs. Emma 
Vrzal Niemann, the eldest daughter of 
the family, denounced Billik as a mur- 
derer while at the side of her dead 


mother, and his arrest followed. 


His wife also was arrested, but was 


released after a few days. Billik told 


the police he had concected “love phil- 
ters’’ at the request of the parents to

That Committee Will Have to 
Revise Statutes of the 
State. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—Sénator 
Francis M. Wilson of Platte County, 
though importuned by Senator Hum- 
phrey, president pro tem of the Sen- 
ate, to accept the chairmanship of the 
Revision Committee, has refused the 
place. Senator Wilson was chairman 
of this committee when the statutes 
were revised ten years ago, and he 
expressed the opinion that once in a 
lifetime was enough for a man. 

The Revision Committee will have the 
greatest amount of work of any com- 
mittee in the Senate, as it will have 
control of a complete change in the 
statutes of Missouri. Mr. Wilson was 
first selected by Senator Humphrey 
because of his familiarity with the 
work. 

Since Wilson’s refusal to accept the 
post. Senator McDavid has been‘ asked 
to take it, but, it is said, has not given 
a definite answer. In place of the Re- 
vision Committee, Senator Wilson wil! 
probably be placed at the head of the 
Ways and Means Committee, one of the 
more important committees. 

Selected by Caucus. 

It has been the policy of the Senate 
for the past four years to select the 
committees in Democratic caucus. This 
plan was adopted when John ©C. Mce- 
Kinley, a Republican, was electeq Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, and there was a big 
Democratic majority in the Senate. The 
president pro tem, with the advice of 
the caucus, names the committees. 
that the 
Senate will not wait for a decision on 
the lieutenant-governorship before def- 
initely deciding on the committees, and 
that even though Painter, the Demo- 
wratic candidate, should be shown to be 
elected, the Democrats in the Senate 
will adhere to the policy adopted four 
years ago,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—If the se 
cret of ihe catsup bottle is net svon re- 
vealed there is going to be an explosion 
which will spatter catsup all over the 
works. For a year there has been a 
caisup mystery that has pervaded the 
entire Catsup-consuming world. It has 
even invaded "the White House and 
Presideut Roosevelt has had hold of 
ope angle of it, but it is yet unsolved. 

The latest chapter is thai Dr. H. VW’. 
Wiley, Chief Chemist of the Depart- 
ment, of Agriculture, has defied th« 
President in regard to the great mys- 
tery and may have his official head 
chopped off. It .is ‘ar from being a 
onc-horse mystery, this secret of the 
catsup. It contains all kinus of large 
possibilities. 

To start right in stating the case it 
should be made known that any sealed 
bottle of catsup which ferments will] ex- 
plode, and one small bottle released in 
that way will paint a large white reom 
red all over. Hence it is the heart’s 
ilesire of catsup-makers the werld over 
to make catsup which will net ferment. 
In the United States this is done 1: 
every catsup factory but one by insert- 
ing into the catsup a small quantity of 
benzoate of soda, a preservative. But 
the one factory which uses no benzoate 
of soda refrains with such shrieking 
vociferozity that it buimps all the oth- 
ers squarely against the secret of the 
catsup bottle. 

One Firm Holds the Secret. 

The one factory that declares no 
preservative is needed to made catsup 
keep, if said catsup is made right. 
But the other fellows all say no man 
can make it keep without a preserva- 
tive; that they have tried in all ways 
known to man and have failed. There- 
fore they are sure the chap who uses 
no benzoate of soda must use something 
else, but what it is they do not know. 
That is the secret of the catsup bottle. 
Around that a sanguinary battle rages. 
And if all the catsup makers in the 
United States but one have their de- 
sire, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley will find 
his name in the list of dead or missing 
when it is over. 

And why the animosity toward Dr. 
Wiley? Because the good doctor holds 
with the one catsup maker that no pre- 
servative is needed in catsup propefly 
made. The other catsup makers felt 
the doctor out more than a year ago, 
and became convinced that he had it in 
mind: to publicly and officially declare 
benzoate of soda harmful‘and unneces- 
sary in the catsup business. It alarmed 
them, for if Dr. Wiley did this under 
support of the Government and the au- 
thority of the pure food law, it meant 
that all the catsup makers of the United 
States, except one, would havé to go 
out of business. : 

Their alarm led them to the White 
House. Last year, James S. Sherman, 
Vice-President-elect, accompanied by E. 
N. Curtice of Rochester, N. Y., and 
E. O. Grosvenor of Detroit, had a ses- 
sion with Mr. Roosevelt. The next day 
the President had the same men come 
again and meet Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson, Dr. Wiley and others having 
eharge of the administration of the pure- 
food law. 

There and then, Dr. Wiley, being 
called upon, stated his opinion of ben- 
zoate of soda, and there and then, like- 
wise, the catsup men declared that if 
Dr. Wiley carried out the pure-food law 
along those lines. he would drive all the 
catsup factories in the United States, 
except one, out of the business. 

Presigent Protects Soda Men. 

President Roosevelt said he thought 
he knew of a way to satisfy himself as 
to the merits of the benzoate of soda 
question, and that he would satisfy him- 
self. He then directed Secretary Wilson 
not to issue any further rulings on the 
matter without comirlg to the White 
House, and a few days later he ap- 
pointed a board of distinguished scien- 
tists from five of the great universities 
ef the country to leok into benzoate of 
soda and let him know if Dr. Wiley i¢ 
right. These men of science are still in- 
veatigating, and in the meantime—that 
is, last March—the President caused Sec- 
retary Wilson to issue an order per- 
mitting the catsup factories to go ahead 
with their business under certain re- 
struction, pending the decision of the 
college experts. 

Thus stood the battle until July 20, 
when the catsup factories, all except 
one, as they tell it, were horrified to 
find that Dr. Willey, in the language of 
the late Tommy Burns, “had handed 
them one in the slats.” On that mem- 
orable date in catsup history, con- 
trary to the mandate of President 
Roosévelt to the effect that the De- 
partment ef Agriculture should keep 
hands eff of catsup until it heard from 
him, the good Dr. Wiley did cawpe to 
be published under the great seal of the

But, although Dr. Wiley is @ member 
of the food inspection board which drew 
the decision, he refused to sign it, and 
at once the rumor spread that he was 
in defiance of the President and would 
have to walk the plank. . 
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And there you are. it’s a

Edward Carmack was not born to 
the purple. He was the son of a Camp- 
bellite preacher who Hved-.at Bledsoe’s 
Lick, in Sumner County, fifty-one years 
ago. His father died when the boy 
was only 8 years old, leaving his mother 
with him, a brother, Samuel, and a sis- 
ter to rear. When other youngsters 
were going to school he was following 
the plow for 25 cents a day. There was 
something under his shock of red hagfr, 
and with his mother’s aid his footsteps 
were turned toward a path which led 
to the world and education. It became 
possible fer him to enter “Old Shep” 
Webb's academy at Bell Buckle, Bed- 
fora County. Dr. Webb came to love 
the boy from Bledsoe’s Lick as if he 
were his own son. Carmack carried 
everything before him in his classes. He 
went from Dr, Webb’s to the law schoo! 
at Columbia, Tenn., followed by the 
master’s lasting affection and pride, 

The day “‘Ned” Carmack was killed, 
Dr. Webb turned from the boys ef this 
generation in his class rooms, a broken 
old man. He is in Colorado now palsied 
by the shock and ® is not expected that 
he will live te return to Tennessee. 


Accepted Challenge to Duel. 

Mr. Carmack’s life for the succeed- 
ing years is widely known Two years 
at the law, then a newspaper man in 
Nashville, working for the man who 
sought his life. From this city he went 
to Memphis. He was acknowledged to 
be a master of English and his free- 
dom of expression made his career in 
Memphis a stormy ona There was an 
occasion when he was put under bonds 
to keep the peace after having accept- 
ed a challenge to fight a duel. As soon 
as the bond had been signed he crossed 
the river into Mississippi to meet his 
challenger, a newspaper frival, but 
friends intervened and blood did not 
run. Carmack would probably have 
been killeqd at that time, for he never 
knew, strange as-it may sound to say 
it of a Tennesseean, how to handle fire- 
arms.

Cooper Makes Threats, 


These two paragraphs were hardly 
cold in type before “Dunc’’ Cooper 
started forth. He vowed to his friends 
that Carmack must not use his name 
again in The Tennesseean; he was not 
in public life and therefore not a 
proper subject of comment. 

Edward B. Craig, a former State 
Treasurer, went to The Tennesseean of. 
fice as a friend of both Carmack and 
Cooper, and informed the editor that:he 
hurt Cooper; told him of Cooper's de- 
termination to prevent any further ref- 
erence to him in The Tennesseean.

He had heard his fellow operators on 
board La Lorraine, Baltic and Lucania speaking words of encouragement and 
telling him of the hastening assistance and of the revenue cutters Gresham and 
Seneca running at full speed from the New England Coast. But the dense 
fog hampered considerably the oncoming vessels and, although the Balti¢ 
reached the vicinity of the Republic about 2 p. m., it took her four hours to 
definitely locate the ‘sinking ship.

Hussey’s Spirit Broken, 


It was not the spruce, jovial Hussey 
that delights the House of Delegates 
with his sarcasm and horseplay a 
Post-Dispatch reporter encountered in 
the Interurban car on its arrival in 
Edwardsville at 5 p. m. yesterday. 

His face bristling with beard, his 
eyes bloodshot and his face furrowed, 
Hussey gave notable traces of con- 
cern.

have not shown anybody favors. I have 
treated everybody alike, and pulled in 
the crooks wherever I found ‘them.”’ 

Chief Smith refused to say why he 
had not arrested more members of the 
Bottoms Gang. A member of the Police 
Board, in behalf of Chief Smith, said 
that many of his men have been 4as- 
signed to the Circuit Attorney’s office 
for the election fraud investigation, and 
that he has had plenty of work fer the 
others running down men. who have 
committed crimes.

Col. George Pope, chairman of the 
Show Committee, said: ‘The attend- 
dance at the show was the largest and 
the highest in quality that we have ever 
had, the total gross aggregate of visitors 
that passed through the turnstile being 
a little over 116,000. 

A “Users” Show, 

“Originally our shows were between 
the maker and the dealers, but as the 
makers have practically sold all their 
output to the dealers, who at the open- 
ing of the season had this output to 
dispose of, a third factor entered into 
the show, the buyer and the user. And 
the user was the one predominant fea- 
ture of this show, so that our show 
might well be called a ‘users’ show.’ ” 

A tabulation of figures of exhibition 

shows 2227 cars were sold at a total 
value of $6,763,000. Besides this there 
were electric carriages, business motor 
wagons, motorcycles and tires and ac- 
cessories sold which swell the total to 
$7,130,000.

Another Suitable Track to Be Built 


at Seaside Resort. 

ATLANWIC CITY, N. J., Jan. 23.—Am- 
bitious plans for a big auto-racing track, 
Of steel and concrete, with room for a 
crowd of 20,000 spectators, has been an- 
nounced by the Estates and Mortgage 
Co., chartered at Trenton last week, 
who have purchased the big Cheisea 
Heights tract along the Meadow boule- 
vard at Albany avenue. 

Philadelphia and New York automo- 
bile dealers are associated with the local 
capitalists in the scheme, which involves 
the erection of a banked track with a 
two and-one-half mile circuit, a mam- 
moth garage and exhibition building and 
a luxurious clubhouse. 

Over $1,000,000 will be spent on the 
project, according to the promoters, who 
are headed by Commodore Louis Kuehnle 
and W. I. Cherry of this city. Both 
auto makers and big men in the racing 
game have offered their assistance in 
making what is intended to be a neutra] 
ground for the exhibition and racing of 
cars. Weekly races are to be started 
during the coming summer, with a week 
of touring contests during the early fall. 

The track and its appurtenances will 
be under control of national autemobile 
efficials. The track secured contains 
over 400 acres of ground in the Chelsea 
district and is on the only highway liead- 
ing into the resort. Plans are already 
prepared for the big garage for visiting 
autoists, which wit be large enough to 
hold several hundred cars. 

The building will be unique in shape, 
built on the plans of a railroad. round- 
house, with elevator and entrance from 
a court fn the center. The club will be 
made a branch of the national associa- 
tion, with a big house containing a 
buffet and other attractions. Work on 
the laying out of the grounds is to be 
started within a few weeks and tle pro- 
moters hope to have the track in shape 
for use before summer. 








As a result of an amendment to the 
constitution of the State of Missouri, 
that State will be enabled to levy % 
cents on the $100 valuation for road and 
bridge purposes.

The advantages of this system were 
recognized immediately on its introduc- 
tion, but the frequent adjustment made 
necessary by the wearing of the igniter 
parts, and the mechanical difficulties to 
be overcome in making an igniter that is 
reliable and proof against leakage of 
compression, prevented its general adop- 
tion. 

While the maxe-and-break system as 
a whole did not solve the ignition ques- 
tion, it showed the magneto to be great- 
ly superior to a battery as a source of 
current. This advantages does not Ile

alone in the mechanical production of 
current, but also in the simplification 
of engine operation; for with a magneto 
it is unnecessary to alter the point of 
ignition with each change in engine 
speed, as is requirec with a system em- 
ploying a battery. 

The intensity of the current being in | 
accordance with the armature speed, 
and this being in direct relation to the 
speed of the crank shaft, an increase in 
the speed of the engine due to opening 
the throttle will result in the production 
of a current of greater igniting value. 
Except for extreme changes in speed, or 
under special coudition, the effect of 
advancing or retarding the spark is ob- 
tained without the use of the spark- 
control lever. 

The advantages of the magneto have 
led to its application to high-tension’ or 
jump-spark ignition, and to a develop- 
ment that has made the ignition system 
one of the most trustworthy parts of the 
car. This evolution has developed two 
distinct types of magnetos, both of 
which are driven synchronously with 
the engine by gearing. One type gener- 
ates the high-tension current direct from 
the magneto armature and the other 
uses an induction coil for raising the 
voltage to the potential necessary for 
jump spark ignition. Most commercially 
successful systems are along one or the 
other of these lines.

now recognized that steel castings are 
used nowhere in any but the cheaper 
and lowest-powered atittomobdiles, and 
even in them rarely save for parts not 
subjected to shock. 

In 1991 automobile constructors thought 
they had done their whole duty if thy 
used steel forgings instead of castings. 
Teday we know better. There are more 
kinds of steel than there are kinds 
of cigars. Any kind of steel is good for 
something—if it be only for ballast— 
but not many kinds are good enough for 
the severe conditions of automobile 
usage. The proportionate difference 
that exists between castings and forg- 
ings is found also between forgings of 
ordinary stecl and forgings of some 
high-grade alloy steels. 

A shaft of common machinery steel, 
which if pulled asunder in a testing 
machine would stretch a fifth or a 
quarter of its length before letting go, 
if used in an automobile transmission 
or axle will in time crystallize and 
break, with a brittle ptpe-stem fracture, 
under stresses which, when it was new, 
would not even have “sprung” i.

Money for Sale of City 
Lighting Plant. 


NEW ORDINANCE apectaer 


Executive Says There Was No 
Connection Between 
the Two. 


That Morgan Le Masters; Mayor of 
Granite City, acted as agent for a pub- 
lic service Granite City corporation in 
the sale of its. property while holding 
the effice of Mayor, that the Council 
granted an amendatory ordinance to the 
corporation between the time that he 
was employed and the time of the sale, 
and that he received $6000 for his ser- 
vices in the sale, ig revealed in a suit 
against him by Thomas Stallings, his 
former law partner, which was settled 
by compromise Thursday in the Circuit 
Court at Edwardsville. 

Stallings sued for $3000. He accepted 
$750 in the compromise. He says he 
consented to the compromise because he 
had learned that Le Masters had con- 
veyed his property to his wife. 

Mayor Le Masters admits that he 
acted as intermediary in bringing about 
the ‘sale and that he received $6000 com- 
mission, but denies that there was any 
connection between the passage of the 
ordinance and the consummation of the 
sale. .He denies that Mr. Stallings is 

entitled to any part of the $5000 commis- 
sion and states that the articles of set- 
tlement on which the compromise of the 
suit was based provided for the pay- 
ment to Mr. Stallings of his interest in 
other fees to the amount of $750. 

+ Employed by Corporation. 

The sult was filed May 15, 1908, in the 
Madison County Circuit Court at Ed- 
wardsville. According to the petition 
and depositions which were filed later, 
Mayor Le Masters was employed Dec. 
16, 1905, as agent of H. M. Byllesby & 
Co. of Chicago, managers of the Gran- 
ite, City and Venice Electric Co. to sell 
the plant, that the plant was sold to the 
gtd company June 8, 1906, for $186,- 

000, and that Le Masters received @ 
check for $6000. 

In January, 1006, an ordinance was 
passed by the Granite City Council pro- 
viding for the lighting of the City Hall, 
three additional street lights and the 
moving of 14 lights. The original fran- 
chise had been gf ‘ed to G. W. Nied- 
ringhaus by the !.-edringhaus trustees 
before Granite City was incorporated. 

The date of the check for $6000, as 
shown by a photographic copy in the 
ee of Mr. Stallings, is June %, 


grate Le Masters said last night: 

“I was first approached in reference 
to this matter by R. D. Smith, con- 
struction manager of the McKinley com- 
pany. He asked me if the plant could 
be bought. I spoke to Theodore K. 
Jackson, superintendent of the plant. 

He wrote to the offices of the company 
at Chicago about it.

SPURRED HIM TO GREAT DEEDS 


A great change had come indeed. 
McReynolds was still working and 
worrying—he was still lying awa«e 
nights and plotting and planning. But 
not because he did not think his in- 
come was enough—now it was be- 
cause he believed his income was in- 
sufficient to meet the demands of 
his wife’s acquired tastes for luxury 
and fashion.

Of course, on small sums like a 
couple of hundred dollars, when the 
depositors make good finally, the 
banks are not injured greatly save in 
their feelings, whicli are irritated at 
the thought of having been gotten the 
best of in a game in which they have 
no redress. But when the kiting opera- 
tions rise into the tens and scores of 
thousands of dollars, as they have 
sometimes done in St. Louis, the loss 
may be great. 

By kiting checks between St. Louis 
banks, the operator may count on 24

$250 though only possessing $150. His 
only concern is to have $..0 in the St. 
Louis bank four days later, when his 
New York check arrives. Though the 
loss to the banks in such an individ- 
ual transaction is trifling, it grows 
to formidable proportions when hun- 
dreds of people are playing the same 
game al] the time. 


“KITING” BY ST. LOUIS BANKS. 


The banks themselves, it is said, 
are not unsusceptible to the tempta- 
tion of “‘kiting’”’ for large sums. Most 
St. Lou's banks have New York bank- 
ing correspondents with which they 
maintain deposits, at interest, of from 
half a million dollars upwards. When 
these St. Louis banks have payments 
to make in California or Texas, they 
remit in checks on their New York 
banks. Thus; though they have actu- 
ally spent their New York money, 
they continue to draw interest on it 
until the belated arrival of their 
checks in New York from the Pacific 
or Gulf coast, perhaps a week and a 
half later. 

Big business houses, with a hurry 
dsamand for cash beyond their instant 
capacity, have been known in St. 
Louis, though the instances are not 
frequent, to “exchange” their checks 
between New York and St. Louis 
banks, thus meeting the emergency 
and providing themselves with . sev- 
eral days in which to raise the’ cash 
which some exigency compelled them 
to obtain at once. In such cases, the 
banks may attempt to force the cus- 
tomer to pay interest on their invol- 
untary loans, but have as yet no 
means of enforcing the demand. 


EFFORTS TO PREVENT “KITING.” 


“A favorite way of ‘kiting’ checks,” 
says the cashier of one of the larg- 
est banks in St. Louis, “is for A and 
B, with accountdé at different banks, 
to exchange checks. A deposits B’s 
check to his credit in his bank. The 
next morning B, in turn, deposits A’s 
check, thus meeting the check given 
A. This process can be kept up in- 
definitely, A and B each commanding 
‘he sum of both their deposits. This 
process can be «ept up forever, if the 
banks do not wake up to the fact that 
A and B are borrowing money from 
the institutions without their knowl- 
edge or consent. 

“One method which I employed to 
attempt to break up the system was 
to mark one of the checks ‘Insuffi- 
cient funds.’ Although this was not 
strictly true, it had the effect of 
frightening the men so that they 
ceased the practice.” 

Bankers say that “kiting” is one 
of the most ingenious schemes ever 
contrived in finance. Compared with 
it forgery and bank robbery are crude.

bank deposits, they say, 


Even when the banks wake up to

It is 
estimated by the cashier of a St. Louis 
bank that the losses to Missou*i 
banks through kiting during the same 
period amounted to a third of the rob- 
bery losses. 

BORDERS ON SWINDLING. 


“The process of check ‘kiting’ in St. 
Louis has grown to such proportions,” 
says Joseph S. Calfee, assistant cash- 
ier of the Mechanics-American Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis, “that it was 
considered in the last meeting of the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, and 
means discussed whereby it might be 
eradicated. It was decided to oust 
from all the banks any depositor 
found guilty of ‘kiting,’ and if this did 
not avail, to urge the enactment of a 
law providing penalties for the prac- 
tice. This concerted actgéon by the 
banks has effected much toward less- 
ening the abuse.” 

While check “kiting” hovers along 
the edge of the abyss of swindling, it 
is but one step farther to aciual 
crime. If the check writer happens 
to fail to meet his checks when they 
fall due and to have no _ resources 
with which to meet them, he may be 
arrested for obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

For instance, a common scheme, ac- 
cording to the Pinkertons, is for the 
operator to visit a country town, pre- 
tend ,to be a physician looking for a 
practice, and gain the confidence of 
some other physician or druggist in 
the town, who will introduce him to 
a bank on his statement that he 
wishes to open a deposit. If he is in 
a Missouri town -hhe may deposit his 
check drawn on a fictitious account in 
a Chicago bank, and succeed in cash- 
ing the deposit before the check re- 
turns from Chicago with the words 
“No funds” stamped on it. 


LATEST DEVICES OF FRAUD. 


Sometimes the operator May mas- 
querade as a contractor, and fu’ nis 
himself with billheads and business 
stationery, and even with a woman 
passing as his wife, in order to give 
him a greater appearance of responsi- 
bility. He tells a banker that he has 
a large contract to fulfill in a neigh- 
boring town, and deposits a consid- 
erable sum to his credit in the form 
of worthless checks drawn to his or- 
der on Chicago, Galveston, New York, 
San Francisco, or other distant banks. 
Impressed by the stranger, the banker 
may be persuaded to permit him to 
draw against this fake deposit and 
convert most of it into cash before 
the stream of worthless checks begin 
to return. 

Bankers say that every § fraud 
against them, save outright theft and 
short-changing, must be accomplished 
by some form of forgery. The Pink- 
ertons publish each month a confi- 
dential pamphlet for ban's, in whicu 
they are warned of the latest devices 
in swindling. There is an incessant 
race between criminal and detective 
genius, the one to outwit the other 
with new schemes, and the second to 
anticipate and prevent the inventions 
of the first. 

It is usually not difficult for a 
clever rogue to procure a flattering 
introduction to a bank. All he has 
to do is to persuade some business 
man who has an account there that he 
may anticipate some financial benefit, 
in the way of trade thrown his way, 
in return for the introduction.

city bank evens its accounts only once 
a month. 

Signatures to forge are often ob- 
tained by writing a business letter 
to the proposed victim such as neces- 
sitates a reply. Or, signatures may be 
procured by rifling mail boxes. Ifa 
check is found in the mail the name 
of the payee may be erased with ink 
and “Bearer” substituted, and the 
amount raised. 

But, as has been said, these meth- 
ods of commanding eapital which one 
does not own are crude and clumsy 
when compared with the modern con- 
trivance of check “kiting,”’ the latter 
having the advantage of being un- 
amenable to criminal] prosecution. 


“TOUCHED” BANK OF ENGLAND. - 


One of the most extraordinary illus- 
trations of what may be done by 
check “‘kiting’’ was shown in the case 
of a group of four American swind- 
lers who “touched” the Bank of Eng- 
land for $5,000,000. These worthies, 
after operating on the Continent, were 
waiting in London for their ship to 
sail, when one of them pointed to 
the Bank of England and said: “Boys, 
there is the Old Lady of Threadneedle 
street—the easiest mark in the 
world.” He only said th's is a joke. 
But it aroused the professional pride 
of Austin Bidwell, who told them at 
the Grosvenor Hotel that night that 
they ought to stay and bunco the 
greatest bank in the world. 

Opening an account there, they de- 
posited al] their capital, amounting 
to about $75,000. Then they opened 
accounts in Paris and in Russia and 
in South America, and commenced to 
siphon this money back and forth be- 


‘tween the banks. 


This went on for about a year, 
checks coming in and going out every 
day, until the Bank of England con- 
cluded that the swindlers were doing 
an enormous business and were val- 
uable customers and multi-million- 
aires. The sum of their deposits alone 
reached enormous figures, but if this

Considering 
that Dr. Young and Dr. Ahmed have 
no common language and the com- 
munications have to pass through the 
channels of Russian officialdom, it 
may be realized that this sort of cor- 
respondence course regarding the up- 
building of caracul sheep is likely to 
be a long and tedious one. 

The sheep left Bokhara last Au- 
gust. They reached New York last 
month by the steamship Eston'a, and 
within a few days they were sent tuo 
the United States Livestock Quaran- 
tine Station at Athenia, N. J., near 
Passaic, which is in charge of Dr. E. 
T. Davidson, one of the vovernment's 
experts. They have been detained in 
quarantiné no less than five differ- 
ent times before this in the course of 
their long journey. Dr. Davison wit! 
make a series of blood tests of these 
sheep before allowing them to pro- 
ceed to their destination. It is pos- 
sible that some of the states through 
which they pass also will have to 
examine them. 

These blood tests, which will be 
made at the Federal quarantine sta- 
tion at Athenia are to ascertain par- 
ticularly if the sheep are afflicted 
with a peculiar aimd contagious mal- 
ady called “surra,” which is a good 
deal like the Texas fever in cattle. 
This disease is caused by a parasite, 


and the only way of detecting its 


presence is by a microscopic exam- 
ination of the blood. 

The sheep are inoculated first with 
a special serum and are observed 
closely during a minimum period of 
15 days, being carefully sheltered in- 
doors from any marked variation of 
heat or cold. '

come to this country have been

These 15 sheep are the kind from 
the skins of whose unborn lambs the 
costly caracul coats are made. None 
of them ever has been permitted to 
leave Russia or Turkish Turkestan 
before. 

In addition to the matchless wool 
of these lambs, the grown sheep 
makes mutton that is the delight of 
Eastern epicures.

The demand for caracul lambs’ 
skins for winter wear is greater than 
it is possible to supply. It is among 
fhe costliest of the things from which 
women's wraps are made. A woman 
with a genuine caracul coat to keep 
out the winter’s cold holds her head 
high these days with a serenity and 
a consciousness of being well dressed 
that hardly any other outer garment 
can give her.

The mysterious “mud lumps” that 
form at the mouths of the Mississippi 
River have been investigated by Hil- 
gard, Sidell, Forshay, Chase, Beaure- 
gard and Latimer, Thomassy, Lyell 
and other geologists.

Thomassy attributes them to sub- 
terraneous channels communicating 
with. reservoirs of water far above the 
mouth of the river. It is well known 
that a subterranean river flows from 
the Rocky’ Mountain regions down be- 
neath the plains of Colorado, Kansas 
and Texas and finds an outlet some- 
where beneath the sea.

“We are, nevertheless, already engaged in plan- 
ning a pleasure craft of our 700-foot type for 
young English willionaire. The _ specifications 
for this airship call for four fitst-class staterooms, 
to be upholstered and finished in different colors. 


These staterooms will have upper and lower berths 


of much the same style as those on a first-class 
steam yacht; hot and cold water will be provided, 


‘as well as an‘“appliance for distilled ice water. 


The upper berth can be left up when not in use; 
the upper berth will be five feet in wiuch, and the 
lower berth will be six feet. All the rooms will 
be heated and lighted by electricity. Separate 
quarters are. provided for. valets and other serv- 
ants, 10 in number. Their rooms will be up- 
holstered in leather of the best quality. 

“The kitchen is to be fully equipped with all 
known electrical appliances for cooking, broil- 
ing, baking, etc.; the larder, or pantry, is to be 
of sufficient capacity to carry supplies for a 16- 
day voyage with 30 people. The refrigerator is 
supplied with an ammonia plant driven bya 
» hydro-carbon motor, and is piped for use in dif- 
ferent parts of the ship for cooling purposes in 
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warm weather; the cooling device and the electrie 
light system connect wiih all of the staterooms, as 
well as the dining room, observation room, cap- 
tain’s and officers’ rooms and the quarters for 
the servants. 

“We will equip the observatory room with 14 
chairs, upholstered in the best possible material, 
to which will be added a davenport lounge or di- 
van, with one writing’desk and a small desk for 
boo’’s, the latter not to exceed 400 pounds in 
weight. The dining room is to .e equipped with 
a table to seat 14 people. This room will have 
cathedral glass for its windows, a sideboard and 
other conveniences necessar- for the comfort of 
the owner and his guests. The captain’s operating 
room and stateroom will be finished in much the 
same fashion as is customary on a first-class 
s* 2m yacht. 

“You will readily see from this,” said Mr.

THE FEASIBILITY OF THE NEW AIRSHIP.

HE way for such a structure as Mr. Penhing- 
T ton’s has been blazed by Count Zeppelin, 
but the size ofthe latter’s vessel was not 
sufficiently great to permit the carrying of cer- 
tain equipment that will make an arship a prac- 
tically useful vessel. 

An airship can be built that will carry persons 
and cover great distances at fair speeds, but in 
order to be of real utility in warfare we must 
have great maneuvering power, high speed and 
buoyancy to carry a reasonable armament, which 
has been designed specially for airship service. 
All of this is secured in the new design, and, of 
course, a great deal of calculation had ‘o be done, 
in order to be sure of strength and stability under 
various conditions. 

I tnow nothing whatever about the details of 
the company or its stock. I have agreed to build 
as manv airships as money is supplied for, and I 
shall give expert advice, under an agreement 
which I have with Mr. Pennington. 

The patents which have been taken out by 
Mr. Pennington are very comprehensive and val- 
uable and give him tremendous advantage in air- 
ship building.
